Marvel’s efforts include some gains and some losses

TWIN FALLS - For years Jon 
Marvel has butted heads with 
public lands managers arid ranch- 
ers with little to show for it on the 
ground.. 

That might change for Marvel 
and his Idaho Watersheds 
Project.

“He hasn’t done nothing,” said 
Ray Kelly, a former BLM employ- 
ee. All Marvel has done is to 
make things harder for public ser- 
vants, but he hasn’t kicked a cow 
off the land, Kelly said. 

But Marvel disagreed. The leas- 
es arc only symboUc. 

"They afe just a symbol of 
change I have been fortunate in 


being a catalyst in bringing 
about,’’ he said. 

He wouldn’t have won them 
without a 6 I/2-ycor struggle that 
has forced state and federal land 
managers to look more closely at 
how they manage public lands.

' Velasco, now 19, served 17 
months in Juvenile Corrections’ 
custody following his guilty 
plea to involuntary manslaugh~~ 
ter. Before that he served two 
years in solitary confinement at 
the Twin Falls County jail 
while awaiting trial in connecs 
tion with the death of Yamiii. 
•Shalizt. 

Shalizi was shot in the head 
and killed Aug. 31, 1996, at the 
intersection of Shoshone Street 
and Second 'Avenue South. 
Shalizi, who police say had at 
least two 'prior altercations with 
Velasco, was shot while walking 
up to Velasco’s car at a stoplighL 
Velasco has said, he was just try- 
ing to scare Sha.lizi when he 
pointed the gun' beneath his arm 
and pulled the trigger. ' ■ 

A Januaty progress report by , 
Juvenile Corrections said . 
Velasco “has lowered his risk to 
the public to the point that he 
ca n sa^y r^ased.’^_: 

“He got off trade, no question, 

. but I expect him -to do very 
well," said Lisa Barlni-Garcia, 
Velasco’s lawyer. 

The release did not sit well 
with the victim’s father, Zafar 
Shalizi, who could not make the' 
trip, from his home in Palm 
Springs, Calif., for a hearing 
Monday to consider Velasco’s 
case' - - ■ ; 

A plea bargain had culled for 
Velasco’s incarceration unril his 
21st birthday. 

"Otherwise we wouldn’t have 
accepted the plca'bargaln,” 
Zafar Shalizi .said. 

When recommending a sen- 
tence under the plea bargain, 

- special prosecutor- -Rifchard 
Sevan recommended keeping 
Velasco under’ In Juvenile 
Corrections’ custody' until his 
21st birthday, according to a 
transcript. 

But under Idaho law Juvenile 
Corrections, not the judge, 
decides when to release a per- 
son. 

During Monday’s hearing. 
Twin Falls County Prosecutor 
Grant Loebs, who did not handle 
the original case, relayed the 
objections of the victim’s family^ 
but he had no legal grounds to. 
object to Velasco’s release, he 
said. 

Juvenile Corrections “has the 
power, and if they want to let 
him go. they can,” Loebs said 
after the hearing. 

Velasco will have to pay more 
than $24,000 in rc.stituclon to the 
Shniizis, who also have a SIO mil- 
lion civil lawsuit pending against 
him. • 

Zafar Shalizi has little hope of

adviser, said it would be putting the cart 
before the horse to bc^ statewide exiting 


assessments before standards of demon- 
strated knowledge are in place for kinder- 
garten through cigitth-gradc students. And 
he said mastering basic skills should be the 
emphasis throughout. 

For the time being, Morley said, it 
should be left to local school.offidals to 
determine in their own way whet'^u* stu- 
dents are achieving the high school gradu- 
ation standards that arc Iwing considered 
for final legislative approvaL 

House Education Chairman Fred Ulman 
agreed that it only mokes sense to have the 
lower-level standards and assessment 
methods in place before holding prospec- 
tive graduates accountable for the exiting 


standards. 

But state Schools Superintendent 
Marilyn Howard said the slaters existing 
math, writing and reading ns.scssmems in 
lower grades eliminate die need to hold up 
the assessment process while formal K-8 
standards ore finalized. 

“I don’t see an advantage in waiting 
because we’re doing systemic change, and 
that occurs at every step along the way,” 
Howard said on MonUay.-'The system can 
work from the top, down and from the bot- 
tom up simultaneously.” 

All Idaho students already undergo writ- 
ing assessments in the fourth, eighth and 
11th grades and math assessments in the 


fourth and eighth grades. Kindergarten- 
through third-graders also are tested twicq 
a year to determine their reading progress 
under an initiative launched last year to 
ensure all children are reading at grade 
level by the time they leave the third 
grade. 

Morley’s comments came as the House 
and Senate Education committees began’ 
joint public hearings on the exiting stan- 
dards and how they will be implemented 
and assessed. 'The hearings are expected to 
continue through the week, followed by a 
House Education Committee vote on the 
standards. That would be followed by full

But 
that has taken time and money 
from other dudes. 

Kitchell said Marvel has forced 
her agency to focus on rangeland 
health - what it means, and how 
is it achieved. 

The BLM is required to manage 
for multiple uses and resource 
.sustainability, including livestock 
grazing. That sets up a conflict 
with Marvel’s goal to get livestock 
off public lan£, she said. 

Marvel denies having made 
that statement publicly, but he 
asserts that public lands in the 
arid West, whidi indudes Idolio, 

‘ would be better off’vnthoiit live-' 
stock. 

Though that would put some 
people out of work, it would not 
end the livestock 'industry, 
Marvel said. Public lands in the 
West supply only about 11- per- 
cent of the forage eaten by live- 
stock, he said.

Congress convened Monday with 
a blend of prayer and political 
jousting, ready to confront an 



election-year agenda topped by 
tax cuts and health care. 
Democrats were buffeted by 
Virginia Rep. Virgil Goode's

Within moments of the open- 
ing gavel, Senate Majority 
Loader Trent Lott said 
Republicans would push for an 
early vote on Icgislanon granting 
citizenship to Elion Gdnzmez, the 
Cuban boy at the center of a 
politically charged custody bat- 
tle. 

“Make the senators positive, 
courageous problem solvers,” 
chaplain Lloyd Ogiivte prayed 
from the Senate rostrum as 
Congress' long winter break 
came to an end. “Give them an 
unprecedented sense of oneness 
and unity to lead this great 
nation together.” 


The words 
were far 
less sooth- 
ing in the 
House, 
where 
Democratic 
Rep. Lloyd 
Doggett of 
-T-e-x- a-s- 
launched 
the first par- 
tisan attack Trent Lott 
within min- 
utes of the session's opening. 

"Reports chat the House is 
returning to work today are 
inaccurate,” he said. “This 
House will complete month one 
of the new millennium with no 
action ... on any of the major 
issues that this country faces. 
Nothing on education, nothing . 
on Social Security, nothing on 
the environment, nothing on tax 
reform or prescription drugs for 
seniors.” . 

Doggett’s sharply worded 


remarks reflected an underlying 
political struggle In a year in 
which the presidency, all 435 
House seats and 33 Senate seats 
will be on the November ballot. 

The House, in particular, had a 
new look, a new carpet - in a 
lighter shade of blue t as well as 
new wiring for the sound system. 

January is customarily a slow 
month in Congress - whether 
Republicans or Democrats ore in 
charge - since lawmakers prefer 
to wait for the president’s State 
of the Union address and budget 
proposals before tackling key 
issues. 

Clinton' speaks before 
Congress and a nationwide tele- 
vision audience on Thursday and 
will unveil his budget 10 days 
later. 

The White House and House 
Republicans have been laying 
out their agenda for several days - 
in advance of the session, the 
last of Clinton’s two-term presi- 
dency.

announced today they would 
merge their music businesses, 
creating the world’s largest music 
company with combined annual 
revenues of S8 billion. 

The new company, to be called 
Warner EMI Music, woiJd com- 
bine two of the music industry’s 
biggest stables of talent and have 
a substantial share in every major 
global market. Current leader 
• Universal Music Group, which is 
owned by Seagram, would drop to 
• Noi 2 in terms of revenues with 
S6.3 billion. 

Hie deal, which comes hard on 
the heels of Time Warner’s $145 
billion acquisition by Internet 
— giam-America-Online-Inc.—also — 
would enable the combined group 
to take advantage of increasingly 
important sales over the Internet, 


including direct downloading by 
computer. 

"Music, out of all our businesses, 
is the one that will benefit most 
from the Internet and the digital 
revolution,” Time Warner chief 
executive Gerald Levin told a 
London news conference by satel- 
lite link from New York.

FDA warns heartburn drug 
Propulsid can kill some patienits 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
popular heartburn dhtg Propulsid 
can cause dangerous irregular 
heartbeats and even -sudden 
death, the government said 
Monday. The medicine should be 
used only as a last resort - and 
only by patients first given heart 
tests to ensure they are at low 
risk for the side effect, it tvamed.- • ■ 
Patients now taking Propulsid 
should ask their doctors about 
switching medication, and doc- 
tors should not prescribe the drug 
without first perfonning an EKG, 
or electrocardiogram, the Food 
and Dmg Administration said. 

Nor should anyone with heart 
disease or a list of other illnesses 
use the drug, the FDA said. 

The FDA’s unusually strong 
warning comes in the wake of 70 
deaths and 200 otiier reports, of 
irregular heartbeat and other 
heart rhythm disturbances since 
Propulsid hit the market in 1993. 
Manufacturer Johnson & 


Johnson mailed the warning to 
thousands of physicians Monday. 

Johnson A: Johnson shares 
closed Monday at $83.68.75, 
down 6.18.75, or 6.9 percent. 
Propulsid had sales of about 
$97() million last year, according 
to analysts. 

The FDA'_. first, warned that 
• Propulsid can cause serious heart 
problems in June 1998, but it con- 
tinued to receive reports of 
deaths and hospitalizations. 

So Monday, the agency look 
additional steps to make sure 
Propulsid is used only by patients 
with severe nighttime heartburn 
who get no relief from other 
dnigs - and only if they appear at 
low risk for the cardiac side 
effects, 

The FDA said it was not pulling 
Propulsid off the market because 
the drug can help some patients 
and because the new warnings 
should make using it safer.

Thai forces storm hospital lield by Myanmar rebels 




RATCHABURI, Thailand (AP) 
- Thai security forces stormed a 
hospital Tuesday and killed nine 
heavily armed insurgents from a 
Myanmar rebel group who had 
taken hundreds of padents, visi- 
tors and staff hostage. 

No hostages were hurt during 
the daylong siege, but two police- 
ofHcers were seriously wounded, 
Lt. Gen. lliaweep Suwonnasingha 
told reporters. 

“It’s an operadon to clear the 
situation," Tl&weep said. “As far 
as I know, nine of hostage-takers 
were killed. The others fled. We 
are looking for them. We cannot 
let any foreign troops violate our ' 
sovereignty." 

Approximately 450 people were 
believed to have been trapped in 
the walled, six-acre compound 
when the attack was launched 
before da<vh Monday. About that 
' number had been freed or escaped 


throughout the day and night 

Sporadic gunfire and occasional 
explosions were still ringing out 
over the compound more than on 
hour after the operation was 
launched. Helicopters circled 
overhead. 

The rebels belonging to God’s 
Army, on insurgent group.led by. 
12-year-old twins, took the 
hostages in on attempt to pressure 
the 'Ihai government to help thw 
beleaguered movement It was not 
dear if the twins were involved in 
the ho^ital raid. 

The rebels. reportedly were 
aided by dissidents from the 
group that' took control of 
Myanmar’s embassy in Bangkok 
lost Oaobcr. 

Earlier, automatic weapons Are 
crackled and explosions thudded 
from inside the hospital, possibly 
from grenades or mines that the 
hostage-takers had rigged after

• You’ll want to check out PACT 
ProfileCopy, which saves your 
Windows settings and restores 
them to a new hard disk or sec- 
ond computer. QuickSync works 
great for backing up preselected 
files to a Jaz or Zip disk.

Emergency 
Recovery System docs just what 
its name says: lielps you get back 
running after your PC crashes. 

Diagnosing problems becomes 
less problematic with BCM 
Diagnostics, which helps you find 
the causes of hardware problems. 
Cacheman is useful for tweaking 
your disk caches when you run 
out of memory. Clone Master gets 
rid of Wasted space on your hard 
disk. Norton Zip Rescue is a free- 
bie that, once it is created, has all 
your essential Windows informa- 
tiori so you can boot from a Zip 
disk.

QUESTION: How should 1 
irtstall a CD-ROM drive? 

ANSWER: Most new comput- 
ers come standard with a CD- 
ROM or DVD, but this reader has 
an older, Windows95-equippcd 
system. Installing an internal CD- 
ROM isn’t a job for the faint of 
heart. This job would be better 
handled by a store technician. 
There also are external CD-ROM 
drives that attach to a parallel 
port. Another note of caution: 
any computer that came with 
Windows95 is beginning to show 
its age. I wouldn’t advise spend- 
ing more than S200 to upgrade a 
computer that’s two or three 
years old, when a speedy new sys- 
tem with the latest technology 
can be had for about S500. 

Q: My son is in a computer 
clo^ at high school and said his 
teacher told the doss he hud run 
his keyboard tiirough the dish- 
washer. I didn’t waiit to try this 
maneuver without asking first. I 
know there arc plastic covers 
that can be placed on top of a' 
keyboard, but they don’t always

cover every key exactly. My key- 
board looks pretty ugly, under- 
neath the keys. They aren’t stick- 
ing, I just don’t like the way it 
looks. 

A: I’m not an expert on dish- 
washers, but one of my col- 
leagues suggested using the light 
setting for the keyboard. 
Another cautioned again-st plac- 
ing the keyboard in the 
microwave, in case that sugges- 
tion come up. 

Seriously, don’t put w&ter or 
any other liquid on your key- 
board. And definitely don’t spill 
coffee or sticky soda on it. 

The best way to deal with a 
keyboard in such an advanced 
stage of grime and disrepair is 
probably to replace it. After al), 
you can get a nice, clean new one 
for as little as $15 or 520. Even 
the lop-of-thc-linc models with a 
row of dcdicai.,d keys for multi- 
media and Internet control cost 
no more than $75. 

Keep the new one clean by reg- 
ularly using a can of compressed 
air to blow off dust and grit.

A Duke University study 
. revealed that only three of every 
10 new drugs'earned more than 
their average R&D costs. 

According to a report by the 
Boston Consulting Group, thepre- 
tax costs of developing a drug 
introduced in 1990 were $500 mil- ' 
lion. 

Price controls would cut rev- 
enues for the pharmaceutical 
.industry. Tliese revenues are what . 
funds research and new lifesaving 
innovations.^ • 

Despite ^eir cosi^ prescription 
drugs are one of the b^t and most 
cost-effective ways of dealing with 


heath care costs. 

For example, Humana 
Hospitals conducted a one-year 
disease management program for 
1,100 patients with congestive 
heart failure. The study showed 
that although drug costs increased 
60 percent, hospitalization costs 

— dropped-78 percent- a net sav- 

ings of $93 million. 

A similar study by the National 
Institutes of Health reveals that 
while it initially costs more to 
treat stroke patients with new 
medications, the expense is more 
— thtm-offset-^ r e du ced h osp i i atizj- 
tion or nursing home costs. 

Price controls also delay mar- 
ket-based competition by generic 
- manufacturers. For example, in 
the United States, when the 
patent expired for the first H2 
antagonist drug for ulcers, prices 
fell 25 percent. 

By comparison, in France, a 
country with pharmaceutical 
price controls^ the price feU only 4 
percent.

'cr in bringing new drugs to the 
market than in the United States.

To believe in Gore’s green . 
agenda, you, must either be a 
savant or piit a great deal of trust 
in one. The Computer model Is 
. everything. Only the model can 
say just where dioxin is coming : . 
from. Only the model can tell us if ' 
our back^ird barbecues will alter- 
rainfoll in Rwanda. The cry of the 
loon gives vmy to the hum of the 
computer.

Gore summed up “Earth in Uic 
Balance” wiUi an appeal to a 
grand ecological metaphor, the 
“sandpile.” Sand, like snow, can 
pile up calmly for a while, then 
collapse in a sudden ayalanche. 
Common experience teaches that 
while some thjpgs do indeed 
•behave tha^way, many others 
don’t. 

For Gore, however, this apoca- 
lypdc ihcojjnf-everything con 
justify sedating just about any 
technology, activity or develop- 
ment Gore happens to dislike. 
“Each new grain sends ’force 
echoes’ of its impact cascading - 
however fainUy - down through 
the pile." 

Gore warns of the “avdanches 
of change” that will certainly 
occur “if we keep making this 
sandpile steeper and larger.” He 
warns, “The combination of sever- 
al sigrtificant changes occurring 
olm.ost simultaneously increases 
the risk of catastrophe significant- 
ly.”

Similarly, the provisions in the 
Qean Air and Clean Water acts , 
and Superfund, the federal pro- , 
gram in charge of cleaning up 
chemical vastc sites, are just a 
stew of demented words.

City moves toward waste water expansion

TWIN FALLS — Plans to 
expand the city’s waste water 
treatment plant to handle growth 
for the next seven to 10 years 
may also target the rotten-egg 
smdl along Grandview Drive. 

Qty Council members Monday 
accepted the low bid of 

56.090.000 from Turn-Key Inci of 
Ontario, Ore. Turn-Key’s bid was 

585.000 less than the second-low- 
est bidder’s. The bid still must be 
approved the state Division of 
Environmental Quality. 


City Engineer Gary Young has 
said the DEQ reviewed city plans 
and determined the project 
poses no environmental threats, 
but the city is waiting for the 
agency’s formal approvd. 

Engineers CH2M Hill of Boise, 
who designed the, project, 
reviewed Turn-Key’s bid and said . 
it was in order. The dty will use 
the State Revolving I^an Funds 
to finance the expansion. 

The engineers estimated the 
project would cost about 57.4 ' 
million. Councilman Lance Clow 
asked whether the more than 51 
million difference could be used 
to resolve odor problems in the 


sewer line that runs up 
Grandview Drive on the west 
side of town. 

While some of the remaining 
money will be used to help pay 
for other costs associated with . 
the project, Twin Falls could use 
some of -it to target hydrogen sul- 
fide - that’s the rotten egg sm^ 

- that floats up from manholes 
and the sulfuric acid that can 
threaten the integrity of concrete 
in the sewer system, Yoimg said. 
Solutions could include addition- 
al treatment of the woste water. 

The city’s waste water treat- 
ment plant is located in the 
canyon near the city's pipeline 


replacement project. Waste 
water system expansion includes 
a new blower system, several pip- 
ing changes and an addition to 
the plant’s laboratory. 
Construction is scheduled to take 
more than a year. 

— The-projeci is separate from 
the city’s water system improve- 
ment efforts that include the 
addition of several new wells, 
two new reservoirs south of town, 
and the replacement of more 
than 2,000 feet of pipeline con- 
necting the city’s main spring-fed 
water source near the Canyon 
Springs Golf Course to the city’s 
water plant.

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Minidoka offices plan to shuffle 


It’s pumping now

.RUPERT. -:.-Musical*chair 
moves are being planned for 
some Minidoka County offices. 

The expanding Minidoka 
County juvenile probation 
dfapartment needs more space. 
Plans are in the works to move 
' the probation department to the 
Creason Building on Seventh 
Street in Rupert, said Lisa 
Kamachi, Minl-^ssia chief juve> 
nUe probation officer, at. a 
Minidoka County commissioners* 
meedng~M6fiaay. 

The University of Idaho exten* 
sion and 4»H offices and the pros* 
ecutor's office are located in the 
Creason Building. The extension 
and 4-H offices will move to the 
McGregor Center at the fair* 
grounds as soon as maintenance 
work at the center is complete. 
This will free up space for the 
probation department. The pros* 
ecutor’s office can then move to 
space now occupied by the proba- 
tion department at the court* 
house. 

Moving the prosecutor’s office 
to the courthouse would make a 
lot of sense, said Rick Bollar, 
county prosecutor. 

“It will be much more conve- 
nient for the prosecutor to be in 
the courthouse,” Bollor said. 

The Creason Building is about 
al'half a block away from the ' 
courthouse. Bollar and his assis- 
tants often have to pack large 
numbers of files from his office to 


the courthouse. 

Kamachi likes the idea of the 
moving the probation depart- 
• ment-to quarters-with more 
space. 

“We’ve filled all the rooms," 
. Kamachi said. 

The Mini-Cassia adult misde- 
meanor probation officer would 
also be aole to use the space, she 
said. The misdemeanor officer 
has an office in Burley, but 
spends. two days a week with 
Minidoka County cases. 

“He needs a quiet confidential 
pla ce to meet wi th t hose o n pro- 


■balion," she said.'"“nus will ^ve 
him on office." . 

There are twice as many mis- 
demeanor probationers in 
. Minidoka County as in Cassia 
County, said DOug Whipple, 
Minidoka County’s public 
defendcr>*There are about 15 
misdemeanor probationers in 
Cassia County and in excess of 30 
in Minidoka ^unty, he said. 

Commissioners said they will 
look into how much the move will 
affect each department, before 
giving final approval. 

In other business, Minidoka 
County Treasurer Laura Twiss 
told commissioners 21 parcels of 
property each have three years of 
delinquent taxes this year. 

“That is way more than usual,” 
she said. 

These delinquent properties 
require Twiss to acquire litiga- 
tion guarantees from tide compa- 
nies, which will cost the county 
$4,200. Litigation guarantees are 


searches made by title compa- 
nies, which will tell Twiss who 
the owners ore. From that infor- 
rhation Twiss will try to track 
down the owners, and send them 
notification about the pending 
issue of the tax deed. 

Once Twiss has learned who 
owns the property, it is up to her 
to find the owners. 

“It can be very time-consum- 
ing,” she said. 

Some of the 21 parcels arc 
owned by the same person, Twiss 
said. 

__The.JelinquenLpaccelsJo_riot_ 
include nine parcels owned by 
people undergoing bankruptcy 
, proceedings. 

“There is a climbing number of 
bankruptcies,” she said. 

The treasurer’s office <^’t col- 
lea right away on these parcels 

“They are given a certain 
amount of time to pay,’^ she said. 

If delinquent taxes are not 
paid, property owners will even- 
tually receive a tax deed, a lien 
from the county..

Hog farm developer seeks an 
emergency exemption Monday

BURLEY - Frustrated with a 
business venture being put on 
hold, and seeing no reason not to 
move forward, Ron Achs asked 
the Cassia County commissioners 
Monday for an exemption to an 
fmcrgenqy moratorium on large- 
swine-feeding operations. 

■ Cautious about ensuring that 
rules for such operations are 
enforceable and that money for 
monitoring and regulating is 
there, the commissioners dedded 
to mke the issue to a public hear- 
kig. 

• After the meeting Achs was 
still frustrated with the commis- 
sioners’ refusal to take a stance. 

; “I think if they can’t decide 
amongst themsclves.l.” said Achs 
of Ketcum. The' county so far has 
blocked Ach’s Big Sky Farms, a 
proposed 50,000-sow farm opera- 
tion in eastern Cassia County. 

‘ Achs’ attorney, Donald 
Knickrehm, outlined two propos- 
es - a resolution that issues a 
conditional use permit, and a 
“conditional exception” ordi- 
nance. The proposal would cover 
the county’s environmental con- 
cerns while allowing Achs’ enter- 
prise to move forward in the 
chunks approval process. 

•; Knickrehm had presented the 
proposals to county attorney 
Steve Bywater before Christmas, 
but at that time the county derid- 
ed not to go ahead with it. 

: ' Not denying his'frustration, 
Knickrehm came to the county 
Monday wanting to know why. 

• ; "If there are reasons why we 
ain’t proceed with them, we’d 
l^c to know them,” he said.

.in China make a living on well- 
kept five-acre farms, and grow 
vegetables; rice, wheat, com and 
other products. 

Still, China is a potential mar- 
ket for U.S. wheat 

For about-2S-years China-has - 

had a ban on wheat from the 
United States because of TCK, a 
wheat disease. That ban was lift- 
ed in April. Still, the United 
States’ relationship with China 
has been strained, Sparrow said. 

China has agreed to buy some 
wheat from the United States 
and will study samples for about 
0 year. 

But Sparrow warned farmers 
that the agreement depends on 
Congress normalizing trade rela- 
tions with China. It also depends 
on China joining the World Trade I 
Organization. And finally it 
depends on how much China’s 
domestic demand for wheat 
increases. 


“One tiling is sure - if you are 
dealing with the Chinese you 
have to be very patient,” 
Sparrow .said. “They don’t any- 
thing in a hurry.” 

China is also the United States’ 
biggest competitor in corn pro- 
duction, said Kelly Olson of jhe_ 
Idaho Barley Commission. 

“They are planting higher yield 
hybrids from seeds from the 
United Smtes,” she said. 

Barley production in the 
United States was the lowest 
since 1953, but prices still ore not 
up, Olson said. Even though bar- 
ley acreage in the United States 
was the lowest last year since . 
1900, low prices continued. Prices 
ore partly determined by the 
European Union, which controls 
the world market, she said. 
European governments give 
large subsidies to European farm- 
ers, she said.

wheat is, Olson said. 

“They do need to import malt- 
ing barley,” she said. 

The loan rate for barley is . 
another factor in prices. The 
Idaho congressional delegation is

Pegram truss railroad bridges span history

JEROME - At the turn of the last cen* 
tury, more than 200 Pegram truss rail- 
road bridges were built in the UnitetJ 
States. Of those, only 11 survive today 
with eight of them are in Idaho, including 
the Wood River Valley. 

Pegram bridges were the topic of a pre- 
sentation by Donald Watts, historic 
preservation planner with the Idaho 
State Historical Society, to t» Jerome 
County Historical Society Jan. i3: 

Watts has been researching Pegram 
miss railroad bridges for about 10 years 
and shared his research with the histori- 
cal society. 

The Pegram' Truss Railroad Bridge was 
patented in 1885. The bridge carries the 
name of George Pegram, a consulting 
engineer for the Union Pacific Railroad, 
Watts says. While in that job, Pegram 
, replaced all the old wooden railroad 
bridges with Pegram truss bridges 
between 1894 and 1898 on the Oregon 
Shonlinc Railroad through Idaho. 

^ Three of the bridges that Pegram built 
in Idaho spanned the Snake 'River at 
American Falls between Payette arid 
Ontario, Ore. and at Weiser, Watts says. 

Pegram’s design was revolutionary in 
its day. All the bottom cords, upper cords 
and upright posts or braces were uniform 


in size on each bridge'built. This nut-and- 
bolt technology enabled the bridge parts 
tp be stamped out at an iron foundry or 
steel works and then the bridge parts 
could be shipped by rail to the deslina- 
• tion to be assembled on site! These pre-' 
fabricated bridges were put together 
quickly. Watts says. 

In 1898, Pegram moved to New York 
City where he spent the next 40 years 
■designing train and subway structures.' 
Since his bridge design was patented, 
once Pegram moved on, the design was 
rarely used. Other engineers wouldn't 
pay a royalty to Pe^m, no matter how 
easy or convenient liis design, Watts says. 

Wlien railroad traffic grew to the point 
where the Pegram bridge was too small, 
it was replaced with other bridge designs. 
However, because of the ease of assem- 
bly, the bridges were easy to disassemble 
and move to other locations and the rail- 
road did just that. 

Although none of the bridges arc in 
their original locations, surviving Pegram 
bridges m Idaho arc located in Mnnnen 
near Idaho Falls, Saint Anthony, in 
Freemont County, near Ririe, Grace, and 
two are located in the Kctchum-Hailey 
area. 

The bridges in the Wood River Valley 
are made up of two different bridges - 
one section taken from the Weiser bridge 
and another from the Payette/Ontario 
bridge over the Snake River, Watts says.

'When their plans materialize, 
expcct-to sec the turrets of-a 
Renaissance-style castle rise on 
the north side of Kimberly Road, 
•hemmed in by a moat, draw- 
'bridge and miniature forest of 
Castle Dcvclopcmcnt’s making. 

James R. and Marlene K. 
Marion said they acquired 10 
acres at 3275 Kimberly Road in 
-the past week and erected signs 
there Friday soliddng retail and 
professional tenants for their 
development, named The CasUc. 

“Tlie phone iias been ringing a 
lot today," Marlene Marion said 
Monday. 

The Marions have advertised 
their planned development for 
more than, a month and put 
earnest money on the land last 
j— fall.-They-’re-negotiating for-10 
more acres immediately to the 
west and north. 

The Castle’s acres, just inside 
the city's area of impact, were 
among roughly 40 acres rezoned 
in June 1998 from rural residen- 
tial to commercial planned unit 
devdopment, city planning direc- 
tor LaMar Orton said. 

The site has a few farmhouses 

for neig h bors. 

Ttezoning'applicanTNeilTrr 
Larsen of Hansen “was trying to 
do a commercial project with 
some very general concepts of 
how that might be done,” Orton 
said. No specific development 
drove the rezoning request. 

Several elements of The Castle, 
including anything that’s consid- 
ered an indoor recreation facility, 
will require spccial-usc permits, 
he added. 

James Marion said he’ll submit 
plans to the city in six or seven 
weeks to start the applications 
for spccial-usc and building per- 
mits. He hopes to break ground 
in late March or early April and 
open for business Nov. 1.

The 
Nasdaq had risen as much as 67 
points in early trading.

In the realm of broadband, Bell 
Atlantic is invesdng $1.7 billion In 
Metromedia Fiber Nenvork to dra- 
matically expand its fiber-optic 
capacity. It is also accelerating 
implementation of the markedng 
of DSL services throughout thp 
East Coast, with a target of mak- 
ing the high-speed service avail- 
able. to roughly 17 million cus- 
tomers. 

With 3Com Corp., it is selling 
“Broadband in a Box” at retailers 
sudi as Staples and CompUSA to 
help broadband users do it them- 
selves - so they can get it more 
swiftly, widiout vLsits from techni- 
cians. 

Bell Adamic recendy won regu- 
latory, approval to offer long-dis- 
tance services in New York - a 
market worth about $7 billion for 
long-distance providers - and is 
moving to extend long-distance 
reach into the 520 billion market 
that ranges from Maine to 
Virginia. 

Its mission, and diat of most of 
die Bells, Is to be able to offer ciur 
tomers a full set of services - every- 
thing diey need by way of commu- 
nicadons - from one company. 

What, you may ask, about file 
compeddon from cable delivery of 
broadband, dramatized by 
America Online’s re:ently 
announced acquisition of Time 
Warner and AT&Ts cabIc<ompa-

As for wireless, it’s hard for an 
investor interested in the new 
technology to put money into 
slow-growth stocks when juicy

the Bells, Bell Atlantic, with 11 
percent price appreciation, plus 
dividends.
